HOT SHOT. 


Blaine Before a Big Detroit 
_ Audience. 


A Democratic Mob Attempts to Break 
Up the Meeti.g. 


The Maine Man Equal to the Emer- 
geucy—The Rioters Squelehed, 


The Plumed Koight’s Keen Dissection of Cleve> 
land's Vetoes of Pension Biils—Vigorous 
Denunciation of the Loan of Treas- 
ury Fands to Bank+.

Detroit, Oct. 3,—|By the Associated 
Press.| The Republicans of Detroit turned 
out by thousands today to listen to Blaine’s 
opehing speech in Michigan. The rink was 
crowded an hour before the time set for the 
opening of the proceedings. From the mo 
ment the Maine statesman appeared at the 
entranceuntil he stepped upon the plat- 
form the great audience maintained a con- 
tinuous cheer, and when he reached the 
platform a great yell ot welcome assured 
him that he was among friends. 

Gov. Alger introduced Blaine, who spoke 
as follows: 

“Mr. Chatrman Fellme-citizens: 
Despite the honorable Don Dickinson men 
of New England will still venture to call 
men of Michigan their fellow-citizens. 
[Applause and laughter.| It was said at 
the beginning of our Government that the 
veto power Was an anomaly in a republic. 
In assuring the preservation of constitu- 
tional liberty in that great document our 
ancestors largely copied from British prece- 
dent, which their ancestors had brought 
with them when they came to America. In 
England there had- not been a veto by the 
Crown of any act of Parliament since the 
revolution of 1688—200 years ago this year. 
So it struck the mass of people in the colo- 
nies, accustomed as they were to British 
law, that to give the President the right to 
veto any act of Congress and to require the 
votes of two-thirds of the Senate and two- 
thirds of the House to override that veto 
was to confer upon the President a most 
extraordinary power. It gave power to the 
Senate and House equivalent to one-sixth of 
the whole Government, The difference be- 
tween a majority of one vote and a two 
thirds vote amounted to one-sixth of the 
whole power of Congress, so that one Presi- 
dent today wields the legislative power of 
13 Senators and 54 Representatives when in 
his executive capacity he vetoesa bill. A 
power so extraordinary was naturally used 
with great caution by our earlier Presi- 
dents, Gen. Washington in eight years 
used it twice. The first Adams never used 
itatali. Jefferson, considered very erro- 
neously, but still considered by modern 
Democracy as their great prototype, in his 
eight years never used it atall. Madison 
in eight years used it three times, Monroe 

used it once and John Quincy Adams never. 
So that in the first 40 years of the National 
Government, measuring from Washington 
to Jackson, from 1789 to 1829, the veto had 
been used only six times. Then came in 
the great leader of the present Democratic 
party as it has been organized for the last 
60 years, Gen. Andrew Jackson.” 

Upon the mention of Jackson, a number 
of yociferous Democrats in the corner set 
upayellof applause, to which Blaine re- 

ied 
worthy of your 
cheers because, however his contemporaries 
or those who have succeeded him, differed 
from bim on certain great questions, they 
remembered that the first efforts of .the dis- 
unionists were strangled in the cradle by | 9" 
that grand old hero.”’ 

This quick and happy retert upon the 
would-be disturbers of the meeting was re- 
ceived by the great audience with an out- 
burst of hearty cheers. After these had 
gunk into quiet, Blaine continued as fol- 
lows: 

“In the next 40 years the veto was used 
60 times and of these 60, over 50 of them 
were by Democratic Presidents {applause} 
so that the party which professes to be in- 
tensely Democratic has been uaiformiy the. 
one which resorted to the one-man power to 
thwart the popular will. Up to March 4, 
1885, when the present President of the 
United States was inaugurated, the veto 
power of the Government had been used in 
all about 75 times, that was from 1789 to 
1885—one hundred years, lacking four, and 
now Cleveland——” 

Atthis point the discordant element in 
the galleries, as if by concerted arrange- 

inent, broke out with applause for Cleve- 
land, which was immediately and ener- 
géetically drowned by a deluge of hisses 
from the body of the audience. Resuming, 
Blaine said: “ln three and one-half years 
he has used the veto over 300 times [cheers 
and cries of ‘Hear, bear’| or had when I left 
New York the day before yesterday. How 
many times he has used it since, 1 don’t 
know. {Cheers and laughter,) And of 
these vetoes by President Cleveland he has 
used 206 to preventa pitiful pension of Ha 
month or #8—a few, I believe, of $12 a 
month—to worn dowae and starving soldiers 
of the United States. [Cheers and cries of 
‘Hear, .hear.’}) And he is the first Presi- 
dent of the United States that ever vetoed a 
bill for the relief of a soldier that had

I wish 1 had those vetoes here 
had time to dwell upon them. They ey 
have all been issued in pamphlet form, an 
they furnish a succinct exposition of the 
difference between the Republican and the 
Democratic parties of today, as to the man- 
is of treating the soldiers of the Repub- 
lic. I commend this as one of the best 
litical documents in print. Mark, itr. 
Chairman, there was bot in any one of 
' these vetoes, I believe, a charge that the 
men to whom peusions were to be given 
had not been soldiers of the United States. 
‘There was not a single question that the 
gen who were to be relieved by the pen- 
‘sions sought were in sore and pressing 
need of bread. There was not in any single 
case the slightest question involving the 
constitutional power of Congress to grant 
the pension. Every oneof President Cleve- 
land’s vetoes of pension bills reads as though 
they were the decisions of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions for an application for a 
nsion under the existing laws. We all 
now that from the foundation of the Gov- 
ernment the general pension law provides 
for a general class of cases. We do our 
best by the general law to reach all 
cases, but in generalizing there will always 
be found exceptions, and every one of these 
206 that met a veto from the President 
eame outside of the general law, but not 
outside of the personal merits of most of the 
men who appiied for relief.

The reguiar weekty meeting of the Board 
of Police Commissioners was held-at the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon, It was 
Chief Benedict’s first meeting, and that 
official was om hand early, as was also 
Clerk Moffett.

He says that the popular idea that the 
bugs only attack orange trees is the reverse 
of the truth. English walnut trees, which 
“are such a large source of revenue to their 
fortunate owners, are preyed vpon 
little nuisances, while fig a A peach trees 
are also attacked. Not only that, but they 
get on the grapevines, and on cornstalks, 
weeds and grass. : 

_ Atone season of the year these littie 
mites may be seen all over the ground un- 
der the trees. They make their way thence 
to those adjacent, where they cling to the 
bark and sap the life of the trees, As they 
stay there their eggs are developed and sur-

This has 
been followed by a host of other claims, 

about 4000 southern claims having 

already been sent by the House Com- 

mittee to the courts. The latest job is 

that of southern ‘loyalists’ to recover 

about $20,000,000 for supplies used by 

our troops during the war, although 
every one of these claims has been 

rejected by the Quartermaster and 

Commissary Department of thé Army | 
and by the Southern Claims Com- 
mission. 

It is not to be supposed that the solid 
South would show its full hand during 
the first session in which it is in power. 
Let the Democratic party have another 
four years of control and there will be 
no need of a tariff bill to reduce the 
surplus—there will be no surplus to re- 
duce, but a good, healthy deficit in its 
place. 


The Republican Tariff’Bill. 


The substitute for the Mills Tariff 
Bill, proposed by the Senate Committee 
on Finance, compures very favorably 
with the Mills measure, and will stand 
the test of close examination. As we 
have previously remarked, it is based, 
not ou the necessity. of reducing the 
surplus, so much as on the desirability 
of protecting the leading industries of 
the United States, while removing or 
reducing such duties as may ,safely be 
spated. 

The bill provides for a total reduc- 
tion of about $75,000,000, made up ap- 
proximately as follows: Sugar, $27,- 
759,000; free lst, $6,500,000; tobacco 
(internal revenue), $24,500,000, alcohol 
in arts, $7,000,000; other reductions in 
customs, $8,000,000. The general 
tendency of the new bill is to reduce 
the tariffon cheap goods and increase 
it on finer qualities—a sound system, 
which will commend itself to the mass 
of the voters. 


GEN. MANSFIELD has a communi- 
cation in another column, in which he 
takes issue with what he supposes to 
be the views of Tue TIMEs regarding 
the opening of West First street. Gen. 
Mansiield is mistaken in supposing that 
we favor the cutting through of the 
hill,as against any other method of 
opening the street. What we wish is 
to see something done either to remove 
or lessen the almost impassable barrier 
which now separates the business por- 
tion of the city from the western 
suburbs. The project of tunneling the 
hill was broached some time ago, when 
it was proposed to do the work by pri- 
vate subscription. Objections were 
found to that course, as they are now 
to the project of cutting the hill down. 
Something should be done to open the 
street, and T1MEs will support any 


Tunneling 1s perfectly feasible, and 
there are strong reasons to be cited in 
support of that plan. 


Some of the Democratic papers have 
professed to believe that the election 
frauds and outrages in Arkansas were 
mere fictions. That such is not the 
case is proved by the fact that one of 
the Democratic members-elect of the 
State Assembly, J.. A. Meek, has pub- 
licly pledged himself to insist on an 
investigation of what he terms the

the Assembly meets. He further says: 


“The Democratic party, being in power, 
will be held responsible, and it must rid 
the State of these things or its overthrow is 
as certain as that the sun shines.” 


BLACKBURN, Kentucky’s Senator, in 
his article in the Forum, said: ‘*The 
only things the Republican party ever 
gave to this country were its national 
debt, its combines, its trusts and its 
tramps.’’? Either American history or 
Blackburn are at fault in this matter. 
Is the Democratic party so pushed to 
the wall that it has to resort to such 
tactics for defense, and with the hope 
of winning success therebv? 


Tus New York Independent, which 
supported Cleveland four years ago,.is 
now a strong Harrison paper. It says 
that no man who believes in protection 
for American industries and American 
workingmen, no matter what his poli- 
tics, can afford to do else than vote for 
Harrison, for the issue is a square one 
between Cleveland and free trade and 
Harrison and protection.

One day, when the gloom of the pub- 
lic was deepest, Harrison, in company 
with a friend, called upon Gov. Mor- 
ton. The visitors found him pacing 
the floor of the reception-room of the 
executive office in a-frame of mind 
fairly reflective of the general rhea 
When the business which had brought 
them was concluded, the Governor 
took them into the. ifiner room on the 
first floor on the east side of the old 
State-house, where they stood with 
him looking out of a window. A num- 
ber of workmen were in fair view en- 
gaged in the e1ection of what is now 
known as the Gallup building on Tenn- 
essee street. Aftera brief silence, Mor- 
ton remarked that he was quite discour- 
aged; that the President’s call for more 
troops had been out-for some time, and 
met no ready response; that the 
people were slow in waking up to the 
exigency of the moment, and pointing 
to some men cutting stone on the other 
side of the street, he said: ‘‘The people 
are following their own priyate busi- 
ness, so that 1t has come to be a serious 
question what I shall do nexé.to arouse 
them.”? He spoke’ with a great deal of 
depression, and in sueh a manner that 
Harrison felt that he was addressing 
himself personally to him. So he re- 
plied: ‘Governor, if, I can be of any 
service I will go.” ...

The result was that at the end of the 
iftterview Harrisan went up street, and 
on the way, without going home, 
stepped into a hat store and bought a 
military cap. Without the loss ofa 
moment he then engeer a fifer and 
drummer, returned to his office, threw 
a flag out of the window, and began re- 
cruiting for Company A. 

The company was speedily full and 
put into camp in the western part.of 
the city. The new soldiers lay there, 
and drilled as they had opportunity. 
Harrison employed a drill-master in 
Chicago for them, paying the hire him- 
There they remained about a 
month, In the meantime he was given 
a commission as Second Lieutenant.

SAN Francisco, Oct. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] When the charges against 
W. D. Valentine and associates, for run- 
ning a clock game in Platt’s Hall, were 
dismissed in Jidge Sullivan’s court a few 
weeks ago on the ground that the prosecu- 
tion was unable to prove that Valentine 
was the lessee of the hall, the parties con- 
ducting the game resolved to recommence 
operations, and began again running as 
usual. Chief Crowley determined once 
more to try to put an end tothe game, and 
noontime today was selected for making a 
raid. 

About five minutes before 12 o’clock a 
squad of policemen in citizens’ clothes went 
to the hall, and without attracting atten- 
tion, took positions at the different en- 
trances. A few minutes later Capt. Doug- 
lass, several sergeants and.a squad of over 
fifty policemen marched down Montgom- 
ery street ina body, but no attention was 
paid to them, it being supposed that they 
were going to have a weekly drill. When 
they arrived at the hall they divided into 
squads, to guard the outlets and prevent 
any one escaping. 

‘he policemen who were inside then an- 
nounced that every one present was under 
arrest. Policemen Martin aud Hook took

Wasninoton C.), Oct. 3.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senatc.—Mr. Allison re- 
potted the Tariff Bill, and said he would 
call it up for action on Monday night. 

Mr. Sherman said he would be compelled 
to leave early this afternoon and would like 
to be indulged in making a few remarks on 
the tariff. Unanimous consent was given, 
and he addressed the Senate. He compli- 


thented the sub-committee on the work 


done, and severely criticised the House bill. 
In his judgment there would be few defects 
found in the Senate substitute. It would 
be found to be a very perfect bill. Among{ 
other things, it was @ substantial compen- 
dium of the provisions. for the collection of 
internal revenue and customs duties. It 
contained positive reductions of revenue to 
extent of $78,688,000. The reduction 
as ona few articles. He believed that 
the Senate bill Was, on the whole, the best 
revenue bili ever introduced in Corgress, 
and that if it could be taken up, free 
from party prejudices, and  consid- 
ered, and debated, and amended, it 
might be made the most perfect revenue 
measure ever put on the statute books.

spared no effort, labor or expense in 
combatting the advance of the ter- 
rible foe, but becoming discouraged | 
from the fact that the surrounding 
orchards had my! since been aban- 
doned to their fate by the owners, gave 
up the fight, although to 
cultivate and irrigate as usual 

ing summer, Many of his 
trees have been literally white with the 
voracious and virile insects in all 

of development, .every leaf, limb and 
twig being coated completely; but 
within the last two weeks a great 
change has taken place, and on many 
trees they appear to be sick, dying and 
dead. On some of the trees worst af- 
fected, they can be scraped off by the 
handful; great and small, eggs and ail, 
dead and dgy as Egypt’s mummies, 
and can be reduced to impalpable pow- 
der by the slightest rubbing process. 
Occasionally one muy be’ found 
amongst them with a semblance of 
Vitality, aud on other trees the mor- 
tality seems to have made but little 
progress, or is just in its incipient 
stage. Whether by some mysterious 
disease, or law of Nature, they are 
about to disappear entirely, or that only 
a partial decimation is taking place, 
time only can determine, but certainly 
the facts as above stated give strong 
ground to hope that Nature’s cure may 
yet effect a resnit where human 
science, art and labor have utterl 
failed. Upon examination of severa 
trees in surrounding orchards, a similar 
state of affairs was found to exist. 

Questioned as te a theory to account 
for the phenomena, Mr. Weiss had 
none, but it was suggested that Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s message, the Mills 
bill, and the possibility of withdrawai 
of all protection for our citrus indus- 
tries, had discouraged the bugs, and 
made them sick unto death.
